property,  gives  WPA  the  responsibility  for  detcrminiixg  policy  with  respect  to 
disposal  of  surplus  food  stoclcs,  provides  for  domestic  disposal  of  food  at  the 
higher  of  CCG  or  market  prices,  authorizes  foreign  disposal  of  food  at  world  com- 
petitive prices,  increases  the  cotton-loan  rate,  sets  up  a  policy  for  disposal  of 
surplus  farm  lands,  etc.;  the  bill  is  now  ready  for  the  President's  signature... 
Sept.  20,  the  House  agreed  to  the  Conference  Committee's  version  of  the  demobili- 
zation-reconversion bill,  which  sets  up  an  Office  of  War  Mobilization  end  P.econ- 
version  to  supervise  the  Surplus  Property  Board,  the  Office  of  Contract  Settlement, 
etc.;  this  bill  is  also  now  ready  for  the  President's  signature ...  Sept .  21,  the 
President  signed  the  Pace  Bill,  v/hich  provides  substantive  authority  for  numerous 
provisions  previously  appearing  in  the  annual  Agricult-aral  Appropriation  Acts 
and  provides  for  lower  interest  rates  and  longer  maturity  periods  of  rural- 
electrification  loans.
